TRAILING THE REDS. 


An Fngagement in which Several Captives 
Are Taken. 

Wasnixoron, June 30.—The following tele- 
grem from Captain Crawford has been re- 
ceived at the war department through Gen- 
eral Crook. It is dated Camp on Bochitas 
river, six miles above Opato, Mexico, 25th 
instant, and confirms the recent press dis- 


patches: 

Vamped the 19th instant near Husarus, and was 
informed that the Indians had beén seen the same 
day pear Opato. Discovered the trail on the 22d 
near there, leading to the Bohispo mountains, 
northeast of here. Chatto, with the scouts, left 
to overtake and capture the hostiles. He found 
the rancbero next day about 9 o'clock and at- 
tacked the hostiles, who fled. The pursuit was 
slow. owing to the rough country. Eight 
bucks, four boys and three women 
escaped, Fifteen women and cbildren 
were captured; also five horses of the ninth caval-. 
ry; three saddle horses, revolvers, belts, ammu 
pitions. One white mule belonging to the party 
was killed. In Gaudsloup canon one Indian was 
killed and several were wounded. Two captives 
were wounded and one white mountain scout was 
shot through the elbow. Thecamp attacked was 
that of Chibuahua. . His entire family is among 
the captives. The other Indians are supposed to 
be in the northeastern slope of the Siena Madre 
mountains. I will continue on the trail of the 
Natchez. On the 19th one of the scouts was killed 
and another was wounded 15 miles southwest of 
Oputo by an American named Woodward, who 
mistook the Indians for hostiles. Nothing has 
yet been heard from Lieutenant Gatewood.

San Fracisco, June 30.—A special to the 
Cail from Nogales, Arizona, says: ‘It is ru- 
mored that the Yaqui Indians have defeated 
the Mexicans, killing 400 including General 
Garcea and wounding General Loaiza .”’

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AN EX-MILLIONAIRE IN PRISON, 


James D. Fish, Ex-President of the Marine 
‘Bank, Enters Aubarn Prison, 

Avevurn, N. Y., June 30.—James D. Fish, 
the ex- president of the Marine bank, has ar- 
rived here. The trip from New York was un- 
eventful. Fish’s brother-in-law, Mr. Dudley, 
eccompanied him. Fish .was in charge of 
deputy United States marshals. He was quite 
com posed and betrayed no emotion as he pass- 
ed through the gate of the prison. 

He declined to talk to reporters, saying he 
had been grossly misrepresented by the news- 
papers. He said, however, that he was feel- 
ing well. Upon arrival atthe prison he was 
taken aown stairs to the receiving cell, in the 
north wing, where he remained during -the 
day. He was examined and clothed in the 
prison uniform to-day. He was allowed to 
take a quantity of underclothing to his cell. 
He deposited $10 with the clerk, and Mr. 
Dudley inereased the amount, The convict 
will be permitted tospend it for fruits and 
other delicacies. 

Fish will be treated precisely as any other 
inmate of the prison, and will have the same 
accommodations as the others. His remark- 
able stoicism continues, and he is apparently 
resigned to his fate. He expressed himself as 
without hope of a favorable turn in his affairs. 
Good bebevior will reduce his sentence to six 
years end four months.

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SLOWLY SINKING. 


GENERAL GRANT’S WHRAKNBSS IN- 
CREASING. 


Senator Ohaeffee and Family Recognize the Inevi- 
table-Dr Dougies Gives an Outline of the Pa- 
tient’s Condition—Bow He Passed the 
Dey—Incidents of the Day, Ste, 


Mr. McGrracor, N. Y., June 39.—Two 
weexs ago General Grant was brought here 
from New York. On the day he came the tem- 
perature was 83. This moraing itis 55 at the 
cottage. Dr. Douglas bemg asked this morn- 
ing to review the fortnight that General Grant 
has passed upon the mountain, said: 

His lifehas been prolonged by the invigor- 
ating air here,instead of the great heat of New 
York. The disease has progressed in a natu- 
ral way. As I have said before, his condition 
is one of increasing debility. The general 
was likely to die at any time in New York, 
and had he remained there, instead of coming 
here, he would in all human probability, have 
expired before this. His weakness is the nat- 
ural result of the disease. He is each day less 
strong, end though the step from day to day 
is ecercely perceptible, the aggregate of four- 
teen days becomes noticeable. Two weeks 
ego General Grant left the city, and if he 
was in New York today he could not be moved 
here. His strength today is not equal to sach 
a iourney. Now, if you ask me when the end 


will probably be, I can’t tell—none can tell. 
He grows weaker and weaker, and at last the 
point of exhaustion will be reached. That is 
all, and nobody can say when that shail be.’ 

Referring to the local conditions, ,Dr. Doug: 
las said: 

“The mouth and throat are unusually clear, 
because of the quiet and close attention du- 
ring the two days past, but when this is said 
it must be remembered that the tongue is so 
swollen as to render articulation difficult, and 
a thorough examination impossibls. The loss 
of voice is due partially to inflammation of 
the vocal chord, and partly to lassitude and 
taxation of the parts. The glandular swelling 
is decreased, but when the hand is 
pressed over the neck, the cancerous knotting 
of the glands are found not abated but becom- 
ing harder.constantly. The weakness of the 
patient now is evident in the lack of ability 
and desire to walk to the cottage piazza, as he 
didten daysago. Thereisa disposition on 
the general’s part to economise his strength, 
and there is lessened interest in his literary 
work. 

The doctor reports this morning that the 
general had # fairly good 
night, and gained considerable’ sieep. 
He is remaining in his room this morning, the 
air being raw and chilly, and fires blaze in the 
cottage and at the hotel. 

CHAFFEE’S VIEWS. 

New ‘Yorx, June 30.—Ex-Senator Chaffee 
isintown. From himcame the theory,which 
at one time got considerable credence, that 
General Grant was notsuffering, after all, from 
cancer, but that the disease was a malignant 
sore throat, resulting from some taint in the 
blood. The betterment of the general's con- 
dition gave color to this explanation, and Mr. 
Chaflee, speaking as a member ofthe hous 
hold, was emphatic and open in, asserting B é 
belief that complete recovery might 6a6ut 
He has now given up the hope which he ‘ier 
fete “hore ico, aulappily, nu as , 
to doubt that the trouble is cancer,” he 
says, “or that the end is nigh. I think 
that at least one of the doctors was for awhile 
strongly inclined to discredit the diagnosis, 
but that is all past.”” Being asked if Grant’s 
own hopes were revived by this, Mr. Chaffee 
said, ‘*no.”” Mrs. Grant was one of the last to 
relinguish all hope. Mr. Chaffee adds that 
pobody around the patient now doubts the fa- 
tality of the disease. : 

THE GENERAL WRITES. 

Movuxt McoGrecor, June 30.—General Grant 
wrote an hour on his book this afternoon, and 
then penciled the following note to Dr, 
Douglas: 

The atmosphere here enables me tolivein com- 
parative comfort while I am being treated, or 
while nature is taking its course with my disease. 
I have no idea thatI should have been able to 
come here now, ifI had remained in the city. It 
is doubtful, indeed, whether! would have bsen 
alive. Now, I would be much better able to move 
back than to come at the time I did.

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THE STREBT CAR STOPS, 


A Strike of the Conductors on the Chicago 
Lines, 


Cuaicago, June 30.—Atan early hour this 
morning, in an “all night meeting,” held by 
the conductors and car drivers association, a 
motion was made thatthe strike of all the 
conductors on all the lines of the west side 
division railway be inaugurated at 4a. m.,and 
that every member ofthe association be at 
the several barns at that hour, to see that no 
cars should be started. The motion was car- 
ried with cheers. The demand for the re- 
instatement of the fourteen discharged em- 
ployes is the cause of the strike. One thousand 
men are members ofthe association, and the 
company whom they are contesting 
owns the street car facilities tor the entire por- 
tion of thecity known as west side. As a 
consequence the residents of the west side are 
experiencing all the beauties of an extended 
strike, The great body of the population were 
compelled to ‘foot it” to the business district. 
The streets were filled, however, with express 
wagons and carts, converted for the-+time being 
into carryalls, and a number of antiquated 
ombpibuses were resurrected for the occasion 
to carry passengers. How long the strike will 
last now appears to be uncertain.

The Qceer Legal Question Which Now Paz- 
zles Fourteen English Judges. 
From the New York Herald. 

The fourteen judges of the English court for the 
consideration of crown cases reserved, are‘now de 
liberating on a curious question of criminal law. 
The cate is this: A man named Ashwell a: .ed a 
friend to lend him a shilling. The latter ,ave 
him what both—it being dark—supposed to be 
a shilling, but which was in fact a “* 
ereign. The next morning the ienderc, 
having discovered the mistake, demanded the 
coin back. Meanwhile, Ashwell had got it changed 
spent partof it,and refused to give back the 
amount. It appeared that he had found the piece 
to be a sovereign an hour after receiving it, but he 
insisted that as he had borrowed onlya shil.ing 
he was not bound to return more. 

Ashwell was arrested and tried for larceny, On 
one side it was argued that there could be no lar- 
ceny within the meaning of the law without 
guilty knowledge and criminal intent at the time 


of taking the thing in dispute. On the other it 
was maintained that if one honestly = 
possession through a’ mistake of what does 
not belong to him, and refuses to restore it when 
the mistake is discovered and the property de- 
manded by the owner, theact amounts to larceny. 
The trial judge did. not undertake to decide the 
question, but reserved it for the court of five 
judges. They divided, and the point went up to 
the full bench, There ithas just been elaborate- 
ly argued. Lord Coleridge announced 
thatasthe question isof great importance and 
the case destined to bea leading Oonethe court 
would take time to prepare a careful opinion. We 
think the court will hold it to be a case of larceny. 
A decision to that effect would accord with right 
and common sense, and prove a wholesome pre- 
cedent in criminal jurisprudence.

“John Gordon was a famous Indian scout. 
He wes acaptain under General Jackson when 
that old hero was fighting Indiansin the far 
south. Gordon livedin Maury county, this 
state, end was known far and wide as Biack 
Jobn Gordon. He was thus called because his 
skin was quite dark and and his hair and 
beard black’ as araven. He was a stranger 
to fear. The Indians regarded him as an evil 
spirit. His very name was a terror his 
enemice, and no man, be he bull¢ or 
cared toengege him in a difficulty. 
neme wes a familliar one in every household 
on account of his deeds of daring and the 
success whichelways attended his ventures 
in wer. 

‘One day after the Indian war Gordon visi- 
ted Nashville to make some family purchases. 
In those days there were no specialty stores— 
all stores were genereal, that is, everything 
that a farmer might need was kept by all the 
stores. Among the storeheepers of that time 
wes @ man whose name, I think, was Martin. 
Gordon stepped into this store and Martin 
waited upon him.

ing manner toward Hardie. 
the ict of June the rival lovers met at a public 
ball wh ere the young lady was in ds sts nce. 
The colonel sought to be very attentive to her, 
butshe accepted the attentions of Hardie. 
towards morning Hardie was about to engage 
the young lady in a dance, when C lonel 
Omana ee ped up to him and said he had al - 
ready engaged her for that set. Hardie apol- 
gized, but when the young lady was con- 
eulted she informed the colonel that he was 
mistaken. Omana angrily retired from the 
room to a garden adjoining. Presently Har- 
die and the banker’s daughter also went thith- 
er, and were seated ata table, when Oolonel 
Umens approached Hardie with an uncom pli- 
mentary remark.

AN UNKNOWN NBGRO CUTS PA: 
TROLMAN WRIGHT. 


The Patrolman Shoots the Negro Five Timese—Tie 
Patroimen feriously Hurt—The Negro May 
Dic— (be Negro Locked up—de is De- 
tected Burglariziog a House. 


Patrolman George Wright was seriously 
knifed by a negro man about one o’clock this 
morning, andthe negro man wasshot five 
times, once seriously, by the patrolman. 

The negro’s name is unknown, and he 
fuses most emphatically to tell who he is. 

The shooting and cutting occurred on Cal- 
houn street, near the culvert. 

About half-past twelve o’clock John Grant, 
& negro man who lives on Collins street, near 
the railroad, was awakened by a noisein his 
bed room. The noise was made by 
@ burglar, -who had _ hoisted the 
window and entered the house. Grant jamped 
from his bed as soon as he saw the burglar, 
but at the same instant 

THE BURGLAR LEAPED 
from the window. Grant followed and a lively 
race ensued, the burglar taking the lead. The 
race was down Collins street to Decatur and 
down Decatur to Calhoun. At every step 
Grant yelled: 

“Stop thief!”

Calhoun street he was by Patrolman 
George Wright. 


The patrolman grabbed the negro and a 
férce struggle ensued during which 
the negro used his knife with ter- 
rible efiect upon the patrolman, 
who wascompelied to relinquish his grip.

road. Patrolman Wright started after hi 
nd began firing. The shots attracted ‘hes at.

: When the negro reached the culvert he 
darted into it, but unfortunately for himself 
entered the channel which had not been com 
pleted. The officers were close behind the 
negro and before he could retrace his steps 
they were atthe mouth ofthe opening. They 
then entered the place. The negro saw that 
be was hemmed in. He was desperately 
wounded and was 

BLEEDING FROM FIVE HOLES 
but he declined to surrender end fought hard. 
The officers were compelled to use their sticks, 
and afree use of them soon succeeded ia 
knocking him into a harmless state. 

He was then conveyed to police headquar- 
ters by Patrolmen Loony and Carlyle, while 
Patrolman Wright, accompanied by Patrol- 
man Aldridge, went to a ‘drag store. The 
negro was badly wounded and his trip to the 
city prison was a slow and tedious one. When 
the prison was reached, Dr. Van Goidtsnovan 
was sent for. The doctor arrived in 
a few minutes and examined 
the wounds. He found that one 
bullet had entered the left arm below the 
elbow, that a second had entered the same 
arm above the elbow, a third had lodged 

IN HIS BACK, 

near the spine, a fourth had entered his right 
shoulder and a fifth had struck him in the 
head. Tavo of the wounds were pronounced 
quite serious and one probably fatal. 
The wound In the back 0 
the neck is considered th 

most dangerous, while the onein the head and 
the one inthe shoulder are considered seri 
ous. Besides these wounds the negro’s head 
is terribly batte re d, cutand bruised. These 
wounds were mace by a free use of the stick. 

The negro suffered a great deal, and while 
Dr. Van Goidtsnoyen was dressing the wounds 
and probing eg the ball, he twisted and 
squirmed about, begged and yelled for mercy 
snd

CRIED LIKE A CHILD, 

He declined to tell any one his name, Every 
policeman on the force looked at the negro 
and manpy thought they knew him but 
no one knew his name. Dr. Van Goidtsno- 
van would not venture an opinion last night 
as to the probable result of the wounds. 

Patrolman Wright was taken to Collier's 
drug store, where his wound was dressed. 
The knife entéred the left side of the face, 
near the jawbone, and came out’ near the 
mouth, making an ugly gash about three 
inches’ long. The knife also en- 
tered the neck nearthe jaw bone, making a 
dangerous wound. The patrolman will hard- 
ly be able to resume duty for some time. 

The knife with which the cutting was done 
was a long one bladed knife. The negro used it 
savagely, and succeeded in cutting Patrolman 
Loony’s coat and vest. 

At three o’clock this morning Patrolman 
Wright was resting quietly, but the negro 
was suffering intensely.

Yesterday in speaking of hia change of of- 
fice Mr. Nelms said: 

“fam ererving my last day as principal 
keeper of the Georgja penitentiary. 1 was ap- 
pointed to this office by Governor U iquitt in 

1877. I wee reappointed by Governor Bte- 
phens, by Governor Boynton 

Governor McDaniel. When 

charge of the penitentiary it had 1,108 con- 
victs.; There are now 1,524; so you see the 
labors and the responsibilities of tue position 
bave grown considerably. I havetried todo 
my duty, and never have I permitted the 
slightest violation of the law when | was 
awere of it.”’ 

“What is the present condition o!

The new company 
sgrees to build and equip the road forty-five 
miles out from Sheffield within the next 
twelve months. This will put it into the 
heart of the richest coal fields in Alabama. 
The remaining forty-five miles to Birming- 
ham are ‘o be constructed as soon as practica- 
ble. The new company has ample means to 
carry out its agreement and has already 
gone to work. Mr. Hewey ee 
millionaire who owns one-half of the stock ia 
the Sheflield enterprise and has great faith in 
its success. His home is at Thousand islands, 
but he spends much of his time at Sheffield.
